In  giving  her  reactions  to  the 
merger,  Sandy  Slater,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  UCCF,  pointed  out, 
“We  of  the  UCCF  are  proud  to 
join  with  the  Wesley  Founda¬ 
tion  this  year  in  an  ecumeni¬ 
cal  e.xperiment.  We  have  made 
a  good  start,  and  we  hope  that 
our  combined  efforts  will  suc¬ 
ceed.” 

Wesley  Piesident  Larry 
White  echoes  Sandy’s  feelings; 
“I  believe  that  the  uniting  of 
the  UCCF  and  Wesley  Founda¬ 
tion  will  improve  both  organ¬ 
izations  by  bringing  new  in¬ 
sights  and  a  better  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  ecumenical  move¬ 
ment.  We  as  one  group  can 
consolidate  our  abilities  to  bet¬ 
ter  jeach  the  goals  for  which 
we  strive.” 

Leaders  hope  that  this  ecu¬ 
menical  movement  will  pro¬ 
mote  a  broader  and  more  ac¬ 
tive  fellowship  for  the  approx¬ 
imately  2,000  UCCF  and  Wes¬ 
ley  preference  students  on  the 
campus.

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'Dialogue'  Asks: 

Union  Director 
Gives  Answers 


What  do  students 
major  problem:*--  at 


feel  the 
NWMSC 
are?  Are  tliere  answers  to  these 
problems?  Dialogue  is  seeking 
such  questions  and  answers. 

“Dialogue”  is  a  group  of  stu¬ 
dents  who  meet  each  week  and 
discuss  various  campus  prob¬ 
lems  among  themselves  and 
w'ith  NWMSC  administrators 
and  staff.  The  group  is  working 
to  correct  problems  which  stu¬ 
dents  feel  are  a  stumbling 
block  to  a  well  -  rounded  edu¬ 
cation  at  NWMSC.  By  publish¬ 
ing  the  answers  to  some  of  the 
students’  questions,  we  hope  to 
enlighten  them  on  the  whys  and 
wherefores  of  various  campus 
problems. 

“Dialogue”  recently  met  with 
Dan  Greer,  director  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Union,  to  discuss  students’ 
questions  concerning,  various 
Union  policies. 

Students  have  questioned  the 
closing  of  the  “old  den”  at  7 
p.  m.  each  evening.  Mr.  Greer 
stated  that  it  is  necessary  to 
close  the  “ol^den”  at  this  hour 
in  order  to  clean  it,  as  he  feels 
the  den  should  be  kept  as  clean 
as  possible.  If  the  “old  den” 
stayed  open  after  7  p.  m.,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  hire  a 
night  janitor  to  clean  it,  and 
this  would  involve  many  com¬ 
plications. 

With  the  closing  of  the  “old 
den”  to  business  in  the  eve¬ 
ning,  Mr.  Greer  plans  to  use  it 
for  mixers.  If  the  noise  of  the 
mixers  is  moved  to  the  “old 
den,”  students  may  use  the 
Rose  Room  and  surrounding 
rooms  for  meetings  without  in¬ 
terruption.  The  Union  Board  al¬ 
so  plans  to  use  the  “old  den” 
for  bridge  tournaments  and  oth¬ 
er  activities  later  on. 

Mr.  Greer  stated  that  paging 
over  the  public  address  system 
in  the  Union  will  be  used  only 
for  emergency  telephone  calls. 
The  system  will  also  be  used 
for  broadcasting  events  which 
will  be  of  interest  to  the  cam¬ 
pus. 

Price  clianges  have ,  been 
made  only  fi-om  necessity.  Food 
prices  are  rising  and  the  Union 
must  at  least  try  to  breat  even. 
Ml-.  Greer  stated  tliat  food 
prices  at  NWMSC ’s  Union  arc 
somewhat  lower  than  those  on 
many  other  campuses. 

Mr.  Greer  also  told  the  group 
about  some  of  the  new  services 
and  facilities  that  will  be  avail¬ 
able  after  the  addition  to  the 
Union  is  completed  in  March. 
There  will  be  more  rooms 
available  for  meetings  and  also 


rooms  for  office  space.  There 
will  be  a  barbershop,  craft 
shop,  and  photography  shop. 
For  students’  recreation,  there 
will  be  bowling  lanes  and  a  bil¬ 
liard  room.

Isometric  Course 
Provides  Challenge

If  you  want  a  challenging 
physical  education  activity  next 
semester  tliat  will  put  you  in 
top  physical  condition,  enroll 
in  isometric  and  circuit  train-

Isometric  and  circuit  train¬ 
ing,  technically  known  as  PE 
20,  is  being  offered  for  the  first 
time  on  campus  this  semester. 
Instructor  Jerry  Lanciwer  pres¬ 
ently  has  24  students  in  the 
course,  designed  to  provide  in¬ 
tense  physical  conditioning. 

The  basic  advantage  of 
the  isometric  program  is 
that  it  takes  little  or  no 
ctpiipmcnt  and  provides  a 
method  of  conserving  class 
time  as  a  contraction  is 
maintained  for  only  10  sec¬ 
onds.  In  the  contraction, 
the  muscle  applies  its  force 
to  a  load  which  is  not  per¬ 
mitted  to  move. 

But  this  program  has  a  draw 
back  in  that  isometrics  does 
little  for  building  muscular  and 
cardi  -  respiratory  endurance. 
Therefore,  Coach  Landwer  has 
combined  the  ‘iso’  program 
with  the  circuit  training  plan. 

Circuit  training  is  a  condi¬ 
tioning  program  that  can  alter 
the  three  training  variables  — 
load,  repetition,  and  time  — 
simultaneously.  Other  exer¬ 
cises  such  as  isometric  and 
weight  programs  are  only  load 
and  repetition  agonistics;  run¬ 
ning  only  uses  the  factors  of 
time  and  repetition. 


The  circuit  consists  of  I2  dif. 
ferent  exercises  porfoi-med  at 
separate  stations  for  a  pro¬ 
scribed  number  of  ropetitions 
and  at  a  specified  weifiht 
where  necessary.  The  12  exer¬ 
cises  are  squat  thrust  two-arm 
curl,  leg  machine  drills,  pc» 
board  workouts,  sit-mis,  tuo° 
arm  press,  rope  jumpiiu;.  chin 
jumps,  bench  ijress,  heiiui  step- 
ups,  bent  -  ovei-  rowiim.  and 
running. 

Once  the  participant  lias 
completed  a  circuit  three 
times  in  less  than  :;il  min¬ 
utes,  he  moves  to  a  mine 
difficult  circuit,  where  the 
repetitions  have  hem  in¬ 
creased.

who  can  complete  the  final  cir¬ 
cuit  have  reached  utmost  phys¬ 
ical  condition. 

So  far  only  Ron  James,  .lor¬ 
ry  Mason,  A1  Packer,  and  sev¬ 
eral  coaches  have  gotten  to  the 
third  circuit,  “White  three." 
“To  get  that  far.’’  Landwer  re¬ 
marked,  “you  have  to  be  in 
pretty  good  shape-”

More  than  field  goal  kicking 
must  be  considered,  for  kick¬ 
offs  and  punts  play  an  integral 
role,  also. 

Bud  Wilkinson’s  Oklahoma 
clubs  of  the  last  decade  were 
famous  for  quick  huddles.  But 
remember  that  surprise  third- 
down  quick  kick  which  usually 
resulted  in  tragedy  lor  oppos¬ 
ing  teams? 

On  fourth-down  kicking  situa¬ 
tion,  things  are  not  as  bad  as 
they  seem,  for  with  a  strong 
punt  the  bil  may  land  in  poor 
field  position  for  the  receiving 
offense.  That  is,  unless  the  re¬ 
ceiving  offense  has  a  psuedo- 
Joe  SpineUo. 

On  the  kick-off,  a  long  kick 
into  the  end  zone  might  prevent 
a  runback  and  present  an  offen¬ 
sive  problecn  that  can  be  easily 
solved  by  a  good  defense.
